Identity of the sunken vessel was 
a mystery until late this afternoon, 
‘when a police boat picked up bits of 
wreckage and a dory not far from St. 
John’s. 


The name of the vessel was learned 
from papers in a suitcase found with 
a piece of the bulwark, part of the 
hatch and splinters of wood. 

Captain Vardy, of the Silver City, 
kept his ship in the vicinity until 
after daylight without finding any 
survivors. Returning to St. John's he 
reported the collision and a search 
was immediately begun. 

The collision occurred about 10 
miles from this port. 

The schooner was a small vessel 
of about 40 tons. 

Captain Vardy said the schooner 
was proceeding north when it was 
sighted ahead. He had turned in 
about midnight, he said, giving in- 
structions for a careful lookout, as 
schooners were numerous along the 
coast. He was awakened by the ship's 
whistle and before he got his shoes 
on, he said, he felt the steamer strike. 

Rushing on deck he saw the 
schooner running away before the 
wind. He called to her to stop, but 
she continued, and he ordered full 
steam ahead. Before he could over- 
take her, he said, she disappeared. 

Vardy said there was no fog at 
the time of the collision,’ although 
there was sleet and rain at times. 


Soviet Hails Prospect 
Of Further Recognition 


MOSCOW, June 10.—Recognition 
of the soviet government by Rumania 
and Czecho-Slovakia, and the certain- 
ty that recognition will be extended 
soon by Yugoslavia, were hailed with 
great enthusiasm today by the Rus- 
sian public and the Moscow press. 

The new understanding with the 
Little Entente, established at Geneva 
yesterday, was regarded as a triumph 
for the peace policy of Maxim Lit- 
vinoff, Russian commissar for for- 
eign affairs. 

The Pravda said recognition is of 
special significance at this time ‘“‘when 
the Danube is being converted ino a 
military area.” 

“The raging race of armaments in 
all imperialistic countries shows that 
war clouds have lowered not only 
over the far east, but also over En- 
rope,” the Pravda continued. “On 
this background the recognition in 
Geneva means an additional] link in 
the long chain of measures for peace 


guarantees created by the soviet 
union.”

ders by state commissions. 

The public service commission has 
already held new hearings into the 
rates of the Georgia Power and Light 
Company and four small telephone 
companies, and has still to enquire 
into the rates of six other telephone 
companies. 

Motor truck lines and the Georgia 
Power Company accepted the commis- 
sion’s rate cut and the Southern Bell 
Telephone Company has _ put the re- 
duced rates into effect.

Ex-Kaiser Praises Hitler 
For Work in New Germany 


LONDON, June 11.— (UP) — 
(Monday)—Former Kaiser Wilhelm, 
of Germany, was quoted in an inter- 
view in the Daily Mail today as say- 
ing he thought Chancellor Adolf Hit- 
ler had “done marvelously in putting 
new life and soul into the German 
nation.” 

The kaiser said he still thought 
Germany would be better off under a 
monarchy, adding: 

“Herr Hitler has done a marvelous 
work, If ever they feel it right that

archy, Iam sure my family would 
not fail in their duty.” 

He is still proud of his reign as 
kaiser. He declared many things in 
his rule were “distorted through the 
inevitable bitterness of the war years.’ 


“Those days before the war,” he 
said, “were the golden age of Ger- 
many. Under a constitutional mon- 
archy the German people enjoyed full 
democracy and a freedom of speech 
and press which rarely has been rival- 
ed in any other country. * 

“Those who accuse me of being a

# return to a constitutional mon- the significant fact that in half a 
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century the German empire did not 
produce a single political martyr. 

“Today democracy seems to be on 
the wane. Sterner measures appear 
to be necessary everywhere to com- 
bat the perils of anarchism and bol- 
shevism.” 

The former monarch expressed hor- 
ror and amazement at the folly of 
the world in attempting to restore 
prices by destroying goods, the inter- 
viewer, Randolph Churchill, son of 
Winston Churchill, wrote. 

“First a large acreage of wheat 
was deliberately destroyed in such 
places as Argentina and elsewhere,” 
Wilhelm said. “Then coffee was tak- 
en out tq sea and sunk in Brazil. 
Now the world-wide drouth threatens 
us with famine.” 

Wilhelm said he was impressed 
with the increasing power of Japan. 
, “It is useless to think the growth 
of Japanese power in China can be 
prevented,” he said. “Japan is ¢a- 
pable of giving China peace and or- 
der as the British are giving it to 
India. Moreover, Japan constitutes 
in the east a bulwark against bol- 
shevism as strong as Germany in the 
west.” 

The former kaiser was skeptical of 
the League of Nations, commenting: 

“IT always remember how one of 
the British generals, Sir Ian Hamil- 
ton, described it as a ‘smoking club 
which meets over a powder maga- 
zine,’ ”’ 

He laughed at the folly of merely 
talking disarmament when the na- 
tions are busy rearming. 

“The talking circus at Geneva has 
done nothing but bring international 
co-operation to ridicule,” Wilhelm 
said. “The trouble with Europe to- 
day is there are plenty of politicians, 
but few statesmen.” 

Referring again to his hopes to re- 
turn to rule Germany, Wilhelm how- 
ever. gruffly said: 

“The German people turned me 
out—and if they want me back they 
will have to come fetch me.” 

He showed perplexity regarding the 
British policy in India, saying: 

“If the British leave India, you 
are bound to get cleavage between the 
Mohammedans and Hindus in which 
the Hindus would be bound to go un- 
der, India is incapable of govern- 
ing herself; all their great moguls 
are foreigners.” 

The former ruler emphasized he 
looked upon the world today entirely 
from the standpoint of a private cit- 
izen. Hé looked vigorous, alert, even 
gay, despite his simple life of exile 
in the little Dutch village with his 
second wife, the Princess Hermoine,

FAIR ENOUGH

STEEL STRIKE WASHINGTON, June 10.—The big point be- 
hind all the steel strike menacing that has been 
going on is whether the union can afford to strike. 

Employers assert the union is not strong enough. Their figures 
show only 10 per cegt of the 400,000 steel workers are in the 
A. F. of L. union. Such figures are too low. 

Just as far out of line with the truth is the union contention 
that the industry is 80 per cent organized. 

A certain non-partisan official source has made a careful check 
and concluded that the real figure is somewhere between 30 and 40 
per cent. Roughly, a third of the workers have signed up with 
Amalgamated (A. F. of L.). Another third can be classed as com- 
pany union men. The last third is unorganized, 


CONCENTRATION Off-hand, you would think these impartial 


figures prove that the Amalgamated can- 

not conduct a first-class strike. There is, however, another phase. 

The union is supposed to be strongest in the big mills, such as 
the plant of Carnegie Steel along the Monongahela river, and several 
of the largést in West Virginia, Gary, East Chicago and Indiana 
Harbor. 

The effects of a strike, therefore, would certainly be concen- 
trated in these areas. 

It might embarrass steel production more than the number of 
union workers would indicate. 


TALENT An even more important union defect has been notice- 
able in the backstage maneuvering. 

Union leaders have an enthusiasm which is not matched either 
by their brilliance or experience. Likewise, they could use more 
money and personal unity. These are inadequacies from which all 
union movements suffer more or less. 

Employers can and do hire the best executives, legal and publicity 
talent. For instance, one of the large steel corporations recently 
employed a vice president at-a salary supposed to be $75,000 a 
year for the majn purpose of organizing the company unions. Their 
publicity directors function like a clock. 

The union boys had so much trouble with their early leadership 
that their nominal leader (Mike Tighe) pulled out and went back 
to Pittsburgh during the thick of the fight.

The babies were 13 days 
old today. 

A virile blood strain, unweakened 
by intermingling, and the orthodox 
care of a general practitioner who 
has brought 1,500 babies into the | 
world. has carried the quintuplets | 
through in the face of handicaps that | 
made their birth an event of world- | 
wide import.

Making the Best Bid 


If a vulnerable player decides to 
overcall an opening pre-emptive bid, 
he should stop, look and listen and 
make the best call available rather 
than the worst; otherwise, the price 
he is apt to pay for his foolishness 
may be simply stupendous. .

Passing on up the scale in our lit- 
tle discussion of our turtles, let me 
say that the group we have under ob- 


servation today are most appealing 
animals. Test it out if you please; 
I hope you will. To see an animal 
as ancient in lineage as our present 


of a broom stick as to hide himself 
completely within himself is an amus- 
ing and touching episode. The spe- 
cies, more than any other, deserves 
our pity as an example of the help- 
lessness of over-specialization. 

The box turtles, being what they 
are, are beautifully named. The un- 
der-shell is so constructed with a 
hinge in the middle that both the 
front and hind lobes can be moved to 
fit perfectly the contours of the/up- 
per shel]. Thus the entire animal is 
inclosed in a bony box that lets noth- 
ing in in time of danger, and con- 
versely, doesn’t let the turtle out. One 
specimen I remember picking up was 
in a field that had recently been 
swept by a raging fire. The bones 
rattled dolefully inside the © still 
tightly closed box of bone, glistening 
white under the hot sun and sstill 
warm from the heat of the fire the 
night before. Without the speed to es- 
cape the onrushing flames, the poor 
animal had taken the only defense he 
knew, to withdraw into the shell and 
await the unknown, which, in this 
ease had literally roasted him alive. 
It is always so when the hawks car- 
ry them aloft and drop them on 
rocks; the turtles descend to their 
doom too terrified by the course of 
events to care about knowing what 
those events are. Perhaps it were 
better. There is much philosophy that 
the human mind might derive—and 
profitably so—from the habits of 
turtles, although I do not believe per- 
sonally in ignoring dangers in order 
to deny their existence. I knew a 
man once who did that with rattle- 
snakes. : 

The coloration of the box turtle is 
peculiar also. They meet the speci- 


fication of the midway barker who 
declares incessantly that there are 
“no two alike. gents, positively no 
two alike!” In general, we can Say 
‘that the color pattern consists of 
yellow stripes on a dark background. 
although stripes may be broken into 
dots or shivered into wavy lines or 
hecome obscured as to actual out- 
lines. Some have a bony ridge down 
the back. others have not. Some have 
flaring marginal shields. others have 
them almost recurved. In some speci- 
ments the shells fit together less per- 
fectly than in others, possibly because 
the fall specimens have fattened on 
so much fruit that they have out- 
grown pro tempore the _ investing 
armor of bone. 

You all know the species on sight. 
Now become really acquainted. That 
is, get one for a pet.

and Mrs. Andrew J. Ritchie, who 
were born and reared only a few 
miles from the present school site, 
and has among its venefactors, the 
Carnegie Foundation and John D. 
Rockefeller Jr., o offered the trus- 
tees $50,000 provided they could raise 
$150,000 by a given date. This amount 
was used to purchase new equipment 
for the school. The most distinctive 
work done by the school is the co- 
operative farming plan which was in- 
troduced by Mr. Ritchie, and it has 
been adopted by the near east founda- 
tion for use in Bulgavia and Syria.

Baer Money Appears — 
As Title Fight Nears 


Carnera Likely To Enter Ring at Odds of No 
More Than 6 to 5. ; 


By Herbert W. Barker. 

NEW YORK, June 10.—(AP)—The most widely-discussed heavy- 
weight title fight since Jack Dempsey’s palmy days will take Primo 
Carnera into the ring against Max Baer in Madison Square Garden's 
Long Island bowl Thursday night—that is, provided there are no more 


backfiring ballyhoo stunts. 


Despite last week’s comic opera developments when Baer’s ill-advised 
clowning tactics in training almost forced postponement or cancellation 
of the bout, predictions of a crowd of 50,000 and a ‘“‘gate’’ of more 


than $400,000 were freely made tonight. 


Jimmy Johnston, the Garden's 


matchmaker, said the advance sale was just under $200,000 with the four 
biggest days from a ticket-sale standpoint still to come. 

The element of uncertainty over Baer’s condition was the principal 
factor in the betting odds which made Big Primo the favorite at 2 to 1. 
There was evidence, however, of an increasing amount of Baer money 
and most observers believed the champion would be favored at no longer 
odds than 6 to 5 by the time the fighters enter the ring. 


Those who liked Primo’s chances¢ 


in his third defense of the title he 
won by knocking out Jack Sharkey 
last summer pointed to the big Ital- 
ian’s physical advantages, the serious- 
ness with which he has approached 
his training tasks and his obviously 
fine condition. They point out that 
the champion is a much better fighter 
than most people give him credit for.
